A short time ago the College 
World 


sent a number oC questions to tho faculty 
and tho students ot fifty representative 
colleges and universities throughout the 
United States relative to their preferences 
for president. 


To tho question, "Are you a republi- 


can '>" 1,739 answered in tho affirmative* 
and 8S1 in the negative. To tho ques- 
tion, "If entitled to voto, would you voto 
for Mr, Blaino?" thero were 2,Lr)G affirm- 
ative auswerB, and when asked 
if they 


would voto for Cleveland, tho uumher 


was 052. Twelve hundred and eighty- 
hvo voted that Cleveland was an immor- 
al man and thorotore not (it for- presi- 
dent, ' and 497 voted that Elaine was 
dishonest in his railway bond specula- 
tioiis.

Cleveland, Out of tho 3.0GO student?, 
19C wera found who would vote for St. 
John. Nearly all the faculty in tho col- 
leges north, aro Blaine men, while in tho 
south, where a free ballot and a fair 
couut is not permitted, tho students ULil 
tho faculty are almost unanimous for 
Cleveland and Hendrioks. For instance 
tho vote in Beloit college was 33 to 2 in 
favor ot Blame, and the Boston school 
ot techno'ogy, 275 for Blaino to G3 for 
Cleveland: but in

college, where a solid south is a creed of 
tho people, there wero 122 fcr Cleveland 
and only 2 for Blaine. In the religious 
institutions tho voto was almost solid for 
Blaino.

Steamers urrivod from 
Bocnvilic und Lowvillo, but wuro oE no aii- 
eistunco, as tho ofl'orts to put tho firo out 
voro not under competent direction. Tho 
only water for tho protection o£ tbo in- 
terior was in small. cistoms that had 
Loon pumped 
full 
by 
tho flro-cnginos 


from tho rivar. Theso soon gavo out, and 
for over mi hour tho engines stood silent 
while tho firo attended strictly to business. 
Tho buildings, whethor of wood, bviclc, or 
iron, fell before llio ilaraos. Churches and 
school-house* went liko tindei*. Tlio wind 
suddenly veered Ui tho northwest, and it 
socjincxl as though there was jio h';po for the 
wholo viild^o. The now opora boiao was de- 
stroyed in livo minutes, so inteii'so was tho 
heat. Tho roofs for n quarter of a milo worn 
covered with men equipped with pails of 
water. Tho roofs would suddenly burNt into 
flames under their feet, 
and 
they worn 


obliged to fly for their lives. Great clouds 
of burning leaves filled tho air, driving all 
bei'oro it. Men, women, and children filled 
the streets, carrying what llttlo tlioy had 
been able to save In thoir flight. Many 
household goods wero takon to vucunt lots 
anil deposited in places of supposed security, 
only to bo burned a Tow minutes after thoy 
bad been left. Every horso and vcbiclo ill 
town was pressed iuto tho service of carry- 
ing away tho goods that woro saved. Nearly 
every famil}' in tho villaRO removed what 
good* thoy could from their houses, and some 
took thorn miles into tho country. 


At2:u3p. in. tbo village authorities re- 


solved to put tho flro deportment under the 
dontrol of Chiof W. H. Colo, of tb* Water- 
town department. Colo proved to be Uio 
right man ir. tho right place, and in twenty 
minutes bo hfid four powerful streams play- 
ing on tho firo by placing steamers at tlio 
river, and thns feeding other enginos further 
up town. At this timo tho flro had crept in 
from

finest business block-t ia Stato street, tho 
principal streets oC tbo town. It had also 
crossed Stiito street further east and begun 
to. eat its way down West strrot, the street 
south and pnrulle! to Stato, threatening to 
flank the flromoa on that side. Tho men 
stood tlioir ground bravely, and, in tho midst 
of terrific heat and smoko, finally stopped 
tho \ progress of tho fiam&s on tVost stroet, 
and turned the'ni back from Stato street on 
tho ;north, not however, until two blocks ot 
f'uio residences und thb'Baptist church on the 
nbrth side of Stnto street and several 
elegant 
residences 
on

south side 


of tho same street had boon consuaiod. An- 
other detachment of firemen meanwhile had 
been fighting the flro on Its northern limits, 
thus allowing it to burn itsolf out in a direct 
Jino eastward. The burned district is bait 
a mile long and a quarter of a milo wide, 
covering over seventy ncros of ground. Bo- 
sides tho dumogo done In "West Carthago, in 
nil 220 buildings of every description woro 
destroyed, including twonty shops, stores, 
mannt'actorios, otc., tho Baptist, Episcopal 
and Presbyterian churches, Church of the 
Disciples, two 
lurgn school-houses, opara 


house, town hull, englno-houso, the parflon- 
.ozos of nil tbo burned churches, Pock's hotel, 
ami 100 dwellings and tenement-houses, thus 
rendering 12.' families homeless, many of 
th'em without a place to toy their heads. As 
nigh; came on tho confusion grew worse. 
Families woro separated, and tho few houte- 
hild goods they hud saved woro scattered.

Tho majority of the fnmilio- 
were working 'people and all thoy hud con- 
sifted of their homos built and paid for, and 
tor tho mot-part' uninsured. They uro all 
pminiloss.
